WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter today signed a bill providing 
$14.7 billion for housing the needy and 
revitalizing the cities, calling it “a 
giant step forward” in improving 
living conditions for low-income, 
elderly and handicapped families. 
The measure includes $1.2 billion to 
help the families pay their rent. 
Recalling his visit last week to the 
South Bronx slums in New York, 
Carter said he saw living conditions 
that are “a disgrace to our great 
country — enough to shake our con­ 
fidence in the structure that we’ve 
evolved.” 
While there are no instant solutions 
to such housing problems, the 
President said, “this bill takes a giant 
step forward.” 
Sitting at a small brown table in the 
White House Rose Garden, Carter put 
his signature on the measure with two 
green pens, then shook hands with 
members of Congress attending the 
ceremony. 
“In general, this is a very excellent 
piece of legislation,” Carter told them. 
But he said one part of it, removing 
restraints on building homes in flood 
plains, caused him concern. 
The President said he would 
determine whether to reinstate the 
restraints with corrective legislation 
next year or try to deal with the matter 
administratively.

At the same time, the White House 
says, the bill will provide a half million 
Jalisco Prison 
Warden Grants 
Rebel Demands 


GUADAIAJARA, Mexico (AP) - 
The warden of Jalisco state prison 
says he will grant the demands of rebel 
convicts reported to have executed 15 
trusties, and informed sources said the 
violence had subsided. But the 
prisoners remained in control of the 
cellblocks today. 
Officials said it was “not yet time” 
to send guards back among the rebels 
who took over the cellblocks Monday 
morning. 
The inmates who officials said 
murdered the trusties for revenge 
demanded better food, better medical 
service, improved living conditions, 
more jobs and an end to the trusty 
system. 
“We are going to give them what 
they are asking," said Warden Pedro 
Parra after he entered the cellblocks 
Tuesday with an unarmed guard and 
talked with the leaders of the rebellion 
for several minutes. 
But Parra postponed plans to send 
guards back into the cellblocks 
Tuesday night. 
“We are trying to avoid any risk to 
their lives. It is not yet time to send 
them in,” said Deputy Warden Jose 
Luis Almanzor. 
“We have asked for additional forces 
to increase security, but nothing has 
been done,” the warden said. He said 
usually about two dozen guards are on 
duty at one time. 
Police armed 
with automatic 
weapons and grenade launchers 
ringed the fortress-like penitentiary. 
Prison officials had control of the 
administrative wing in front. 
About 2,000 inmates were reported 
roaming freely in the cellblocks, but 
only 400 rebels were said to have 
signed a statem ent listing the 
demands. 
The statement said they killed the 
trusties because they abused, beat and 
threatened other prisoners. The 
executions were “not a crime but 
justice,” Hie statement said. 
Slain one by one, the trusties were 
so-called “coordinators" who helped 
the administration operate the prison 
and also sold such privileges as seats 


i i i a prison restaurant and private 
cells.

3-Man Military Councils 
Takes Control Of Yemen 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Western 
diplomats in North Yemen’s capital 
predicted today that the assassination 
of President Ibrahim al-Hamdi would 
not result in any significant change in 
the policy of the Yemeni government, 
including its ties with Saudi Arabia 
and the United States.

by 
telephone, said the three-man military 
council Radio San’a announced 
Tuesday had taken control of the 
government were all three members of 
the presidential council which al- 
Hamdi had headed since he took over 
in a bloodless coup in 1974. 


The broadcast by the Yemenian 
government radio said the council now 
was headed by the commander in c hief 
of the army, Maj. Ahmed Hussein 
alGhamshi, one of al-Hamdi’s closest 
associates. 
The sources said San’a, the Yemeni 
capital, was calm and no extra 
security precautions were evident. 
Their reports contradicted a dispatch 
from the official Iraqi news agency 
which said angry crowds filled the 


streets demanding revenge for the 
killings. 
Radio San’a reported that alHamdi 
and his brother, Col. Abdullah 
Mohammed al-Hamdi, were slain 
Tuesday. It gave no details of how they 
died and did not identify the assassins. 
However, the government radio 
described the 34-year-old president as 
a “martyr,” indicating he was not the 
victim of a coup by his associates on 
the presidential council. One diplomat 
in San’a said there was speculation the 
assassination was the result of a tribal 
feud. 
The two other members of the ruling 
council are Maj. Abdul Aziz Ghani and 
Maj. Abdullah Abdul Aalem, Radio 
San’a reported. 
“It seems to be a continuation of 
Hamdi’s rule,” one diplomat said. 
Al-Hamdi’s foreign policy was based 
on alliance with North Yemen’s 
powerful and politically conservative 
northern neighbor, Saudi Arabia, and 
increasing cooperation with the United 
States. 
However, the government radio in 
Marxist-run South Yemen said the 


assassination was “part of the im­ 
perialist plot designed to crush the 
struggle of the Yemeni people.” Al- 
Hamdi, who had improved his coun­ 
try’s sometimes warring relations 
with South Yemen, had been scheduled 
to visit Aden Thursday for national 
anniversary celebrations. The South 
Yemenis canceled the celebrations. 


In a radio statement, the North 
Yemeni council called on the 5.5 
million people of the desert country, 
one of the Arab world’s least developed 
nations, to “exercise prudence and 
selfcontrol” during the crisis. 


Al-Hamdi was the seventh important 
North 
Yemeni 
leader 
to 
be 
assassinated since the seven-year civil 
war that followed the overthrow of the 
feudal monarchy in 1962. 
Al-Hamdi, a professional soldier, 
was credited with reorganizing the 
country’s 
economic 
and 
ad­ 
ministrative bureaucracy, starting an 
agricultural credit bank and a system 
of cooperatives, expanding port 
facilities and securing Saudi financial 
help for construction of an oil refinery.

NEW YORK (AP) — The stock 
market, unsettled by concern over 
rising interest rates, came under 
sharp selling pressure today. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrials, which hit a 22month low on 
Tuesday, fell 6.32 to 826.06 in the first 
half hour. 
Losers took a lopsided 4-1 lead over 
gainers among New York Stock 
Exchange-listed issues. 
Analysts blamed selling on fears of a 
continuation of the recent rise of in­ 
terest rates. 
Rising interest rates are often bad 
news for the stock market because 
they mean increased borrowing costs 
for business, and at the same time tend 
to attract money into fixed-income 
securities that might otherwise be 
earmarked for stocks. 
Dow Chemical was the early volume 
leader among NYSE-listed issues, 
down Vs at 29%. 
On Tuesday the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average fell 7.88 to 832.38, its 
lowest close since it finished at 824.15 
on Dec. 9,1975. 
Losers outnumbered gainers by 
more than a 2-1 margin on the NYSE. 
Big Board volume came to 17.87 
million shares, up from 10.58 million on 
Monday. 
The NYSE’s composite index fell .41 
to 52.09. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index dropped .56 to 
117.99.

IJndsay said the girls were stabbed 
in the chest, face, back, arms and 
hands. Superficial wounds on their 
hands indicated that the girls had 
struggled with their killer, he 
theorized.

Nobel Peace 
Prize Winner 
Leaves Russia 


MOSCOW (AP) - The leader of the 
Moscow chapter of Amnesty Inter­ 
national says the award of the 1977 
Nobel Peace Prize to the parent 
organization has heartened his small 
group of human-rights activists. But 
he is quitting the country on Friday 
because he says life as a Soviet 
dissident has become unbearable. 
“The term of life of a dissident is 
rather limited here," said Valentin 
Turchin. “It is somewhat surprising 
that during four years I have managed 
to be organizationally active.” 
Turchin spoke in an interview 
Tuesday, the day after the Nobel prize 
was announced, in his half-empty 
apartment on the edge of Moscow, 
open suitcases around him. 
A doctor of physical-mathematical 
sciences, he is emigrating with his wife 
and two sons to teach at New York’s 
Columbia University. 
Four years ago, he and IO other 
dissidents formed a group that later 
was accredited as a chapter of 
Amnesty 
International, 
the 
organization that focuses international 
attention on the plight of people im­ 
prisoned throughout the world for their 
racial, religious or political beliefs. 
Five of the Moscow group’s mem­ 
bers have been jailed. Three have been 
allowed to leave the country. One has 
been expelled from the union that 
allowed him to work, and one has quit 
the group because of official pressure. 
Turchin says he has been in­ 
terrogated 13 times in the past 30 
months. 
“They have exhausted all measures 
of pressure against me short of arrest 
— searches, interrogations, stopping 
me in the street, formal warnings," he 
said. “You know that if you are an 
active dissident either you are 
arrested sooner or later or you have to 
leave.” 
He said Amnesty International’s 
headquarters in London knows of 
“several hundred” political prisoners 
in the Soviet Union “through chains of 
acquaintances in the labor camps." 
But “we don’t know how many 
thousands there are outside these 
chains of acquaintances,” he said. 
Since the signing of the 1975 Helsinki 
accords, in which the Soviet govern­ 
ment and the other signers pledged to 
observe human rights and fun­ 
damental freedoms, the situation of 
Soviet political prisoners has grown 
worse, Turchin said. 
“This is the result of the beginning of 
a struggle by these prisoners for their 
rights,” he said. “Since Helsinki, they 
demand a special status apart from 
other prisoners. They demand more 
close observance of the Soviet law. 
And they protest against violence and 
arbitrary treatment in the camps.” 
As a result, “prison officials have 
grown stricter and more tough. And 
they have tried to stop the flow of in­ 
formation in and out of the camps.”

Economic 
considerations 
aside—mostly because they 
change so rapidly it is difficult 
to make fuel comparisons— 
coal seems destined to play an 
important role in the tran­ 
sition from petroleum to 
whatever energy sources of 
the future may be. With oil 
imports now providing more 


than 40 per cent of domestic 
consumption and throwing 
trade balances heavily into the 
red, the question is not 
whether this heavy depen­ 
dence will hurt the nation but 
when. 
That “when” could arrive at 
any time. Perhaps it is that 
realization which has promp­ 
ted President Carter to try to 
weave a large role for coal into 
the nation’s future. In the 
energy plan the Senate has 
been altering radically is a 
call to double the output of coal 
by 
1985. 
There is little 
evidence to indicate that goal 
is achievable, but it does 
demonstrate 
the 
ad­ 


ministration’s concern. 
Even before the plan can be 
implemented, a federal judge 
in Washington has thrown 
further doubt around the coal 
role by prohibiting further 
coal leases on federal land 
until the environmental im­ 
pact statement is reviewed 
and rewritten. That could take

Tragedy O f Karen A n n 


There are patients in comas in 
thousands of hospitals. Only one has 
stirred the country: Karen Ann 
Quinlan. She has been unconscious for 
two-and-a-half years. Millions of 
people have strong opinions about 
whether she should live or die. 
The parents, Joseph and Julia 
Quinlan, have endured a private hell. 
They sued to have the life support 
systems removed. They won. But 
Karen Ann did not die. She rasps each 
tortured breath on her own. 
The stories about this girl have been 
so dramatic, so misinformed, that the 
Quinlans looked around for someone 
who could write a book truly and well. 
They asked Phyllis Battelle to do it. 
I flinch from superlatives. But 
Battelle is a journalist of the old Who? 
What? When? Where? Why? school. 
She has the quiet, confident approach 
of the consummate craftsman. I sat up 
all night reading “Karen Ann”. 
Karen Ann was a dark-haired, dark­ 
eyed laugher. Life, at the age of 21, 
was a ball. She endured the frowns of 
her religious parents when she left 
home in April, 1975, to rent a room IO 
miles away. As she explained it: “Dad, 
if you can’t make it on your own at 21, 
you'U never make it.” 
She didn’t make it. The Quinlans got 
a pre-dawn phone call to hurry to 
Newton Memorial Hospital. Karen was 
unconscious in intensive care. In the 
gleaming corridor, the Quinlans were 
introduced to Tom French and a girl, 
Terry O’Neill, friends of Karen. 
They had celebrated Terry’s bir­ 
thday at a tavern called Falconer’s 
with a boy named Bill Zywot. It wasn’t 
much of a party. Karen had three gin 
and tonics. She began to lisp as though 
she were drunk. 
Party-pooper. They brought her 
back to her room and placed her on her 
bed. Some time later, Tom French said 
he’d check on Karen. He listened for 
sleep breathing. There wasn’t any. 
He yelled for help. They tried mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation. They called an 
ambulance. A cop arrived. He peeled 
lier eyelids back, yanked her off the 
bed, and gave her resuscitation. Karen 
began to breathe. 
No one knows how long breathing 
was suspended. Anything more than 
240 seconds will induce brain damage. 
Karen Ann Quinlan’s mind was beyond 
repair. Her body continued to function. 
The doctors made exhaustive tests 
for narcotics. Nothing. Someone said 
she had taken a tablet of valium. The 
doctor admitted that it could have a 
bearing on the girl’s condition — taken 
in concert with alcohol — but he 
doubted it. 
For almost two years, the Quinlans 
have stared at their struggling Karen,

and listened to the pump-thump of the 
machines. Sometimes Karen stares 
wildly from left to right. At others she 
pops up in bed, her head twisting. The 
hands, the feet, keep turning inward 
and drawing upward. 
She was beyond torturing. Her 
parents weren’t. One night Julia said 
to Joe, “I hope to God she either makes 
it or she dies.” The father was 
shocked. The mother sensed that 
Karen already had one foot in another 
world. 
The doctors talked again to Tom 
French and the cop. They felt that 
Karen had stopped breathing for two 
periods of almost 15 minutes. For this 
girl, there is no .road back. The 
Supreme Court of the State of New 
Jersey authorized the pulling of plugs 
which kept her alive. 
But the heart continues. If a nurse 
bumps the bed accidentally, Karen 
jumps up, terror in the empty eyes. 
She is fed intravenously. Her wastes 


are removed mechanically. She has 
faced pneumonia a dozen times. On 
each occasion medical science has 
brought Karen from death to nothing. 
Sometimes she appears to be 
“awake,” at others “sleeping.” Her 
dark hair became matted with sweat 
on her cheeks. Nurses cut it. 
Sometimes her jaws chew. At others 
she emits a loud moan. 
No one, it seems, will know why 
Karen fell unconscious on her bed. Or 
why no one sat beside her when she 
stopped breathing. The Intensive Care 
room she occupied was estimated at 
$465 a day for 900 days, that would 
come to $418,500. 
Karen is a broken doll. She writhes, 
she moans, she sweats, the eyelids 
flicker. Most doctors agree that 
decortication is her true injury. This is 
the death of the cortex of the brain. 
Without it, consciousness is im­ 
possible. 
It is long past Karen’s bedtime . . .

NEW YORK (AP) - The millenium 
might be short-lived, say some critics 
of the huge discounts now being of­ 
fered by scheduled transatlantic air 
carriers on the New York-London run. 
The misuse of the term is in­ 
tentional, designed by the critics, 
among them some U.S. government 
officials, to draw attention to what 
they say may be predatory, below-cost 
pricing by the scheduled airlines. 
If the scheduled airlines manage to 
drive out of business their competition, 
the supplemental or charter airlines, 
what then? Will the $256 roundtrip 
discount price revert to the regular 14- 
21 day tourist fare of $541? 
Those who raise the questions doubt 
that the millenium, or thousand years 
of peace and happiness, has come to 
the troubled skies, as some consumers 
think. They say we shouldn’t be sur­ 
prised if it all ends as suddenly as it 
came. 
Both the Justice Department and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board have openly 
suggested the possibility of a 
regression to the old fares. Overruled 
by President Carter, Alfred Kahn, 
CAB chairman, recently reaffirmed 
his views in a letter to the Wall Street 
Journal. 
The competition, Kahn pointed out, 
is not so much among the many 
members of the International Air 
Transport Association, “a govern-

mentally 
supported price-fixing 
cartel,” as it is between LATA mem­ 
bers and the supplemental airlines. 
The latter do not run on regular 
schedules but instead charter out their 
crafts to groups. Running full most of 
the time, and not burdened with 
maintaining regular schedules, they 
generally can offer lower rates than 
the scheduled lines. 
Some of the charter lines now would 
like to get into the scheduled end of the 
business and, in fact, one of them has. 
Laker Airways, a British firm, has 
obtained permission to operate a 
scheduled line, on a standby or no 
reservation basis. 
The IATA lines, fearful of such 
competition, drastically discounted 
their prices to a level that many airline 
analysts say are below their costs, and 
which cannot be maintained without 
governmental subsidies, or, in effect, 
by subisidies from regular customers 
on other routes. 
Thus the argument has developed 
that they are seeking not only to drive 
the supplementals out of the charter 
business, but remove them also as 
potential competitors for regularly 
scheduled routes. 
One spokesman for a supplemental 
airline said this week that “at the 
present scheduled discount rates 
there’s no possibility of us even at­ 
tempting to obtain scheduled routes; 
the fares simply are too low for 
profit.” 
William Leonard, senior vice 
president of Trans International, the 
world’s largest charter airline, 
maintains that predatory pricing has 
been used before and that it ac­ 
complished its goal — driving out the 
supplementals.

Apparently, specks (rf the 
chemical substances that are expelled 
at a high speed through the nozzle of an 
aerosol dispenser- can injure the 
delicate outer covering of the eye (the 
conjunctiva).

Dear Mrs. B.: 
Your physicians would be the first to 
welcome an opal discussion about the 
very wise idea that' you introduce. In 
fact, the complete fertility workup 
done by specialists in the field always 
includes an evaluation of the 
psychological and emotional factors 
that may exist in relationships be­ 
tween wives and husbands. 
When a thorough study fails to 
reveal any organic or physical defect, 
the possibility of emotional conflicts, 
tensions and stress are given top 
priority. 
Frequently, slight physical defects 
which ordinarily would not interfere 
with fertility may do so in the presence 
of emotional problems. 
You are wise to give this con­ 
sideration. Perhaps there are some 
underlying emotional problems which 
neither you nor your husband have 
been aware of. Open discussion be­ 
tween yourselves and, later with your 
doctors may be a far more important 
contribution than your husband thinks.

WASHINGTON (A P) - “ All I ’m 
trying to do,” Senate Majority leader 
Robert C, Byrd said during a moment 
of extreme frustration last week, “ is 
get the ox out of the ditch,” 
At the time, Byrd was referring only 
to the two-week Senate deadlock over 
natural gas prices, but he could just as 
easily have had a broader point in 
mind. 
For 
almost 
every 
section 
of 
President Carter’s energy, plan, the 
Senate has proven to be one long ditch 
full of wallowing oxen. 
And it appears unlikely that Byrd or 
anyone else will be able to coax them 
out. 
Allies of the President say the White 
House did not anticipate strong Senate 
resistance to the energy program and 
as a result the administration must 
cling to the hope of salvaging part of its 
package in congressional conference 
committees. 
When Carter sent 
his complex 
energy package to Capitol Hill with 
great fanfare in April, some said it 
might sail through the Senate but 
would face trouble in the House. 
House members, up for election 
every two years, were held to be much 
less likely to approve such a radical 
use of taxes and other economic tools 
for an American electorate grown 
skeptical about whether there is really 
an energy shortage. 


That argument ignored the political 
acumen of House Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neil! and a weakened House com-

Wilbur Mills was gone as chairman 
of the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee and O’Neill superimposed an 
Ad Hoc Energy Committee, whose sole 
job was to whip the work of five 
established panels into one single piece 
of legislation. 
O'Neill set firm deadlines for House 
committees to finish their work. With 
the new President still benefiting 
from the good will given every new 
administration, the energy package 
moved through the House with un­ 
precedented speed. 
The House did cut out a few major 
provisions of the plan like tax rebates 
for buyers of small cars and across- 
the-board increases in gasoline taxes. 


But O’Neill and other administration 
allies were able to sustain a rolling 
momentum despite attempts by 
Republicans and some oil and gas 
state Democrats to put more emphasis 
on new production of fuels in place of 
taxes and other incentives. 
House passage of the energy bill in 
the first week of August was hailed as 
a major victory for the administration. 
The jubilation was short lived. 
Why? 
“ The Senate is a different ball 
park,” Byrd has been heard to say 
somewhat defensively when his per­ 
formance is compared with O’Neill’s 
successes. 


Senate committees are jealous of 
their prerogatives and their judgments 
are respected when legislation reaches 
the Senate floor. 
So when the Senate Energy Com­ 
mittee was unable to break a deadlock 
over whether to deregulate natural gas 
prices, the result was a filibuster on 
the Senate floor that challenged Byrd’s 
prestige and ended with a major 
victory for the natural gas industry. 
Some of the Senate’s most powerful 
men 
are 
independent-minded 
politicians who head committees with 
jurisdiction over provisions of the plan 
they oppose. 
Under the chairman, Sen. Russell 
l>ong, 
D-I «1., the Senate Finance 
Committee looked long and hard at the 
muitibillion dollar collection of taxes 
in the energy package. 
Republicans and oil state Democrats 
combined to kill proposals for rebates 
to consumers to offset the energy taxes 
designed to raise U.S. prices to world 
levels and force American industry to 
shift from oil and gas to more abun­ 
dant coal. 
That left Long to fight almost alone 
for the various energy taxes because 
liberals on the committee were 
suspicious of his insistence that the 
increased revenues should be turned 
back to the oil producers to encourage 
the search for new reserves. 
Beyond that, there is a deep con- 


victi«m arming some senators that, 
although the energy package has 
worthwhile goals, it was thrown 
together hurriedly without adequate 
study of its impact on the economy. 
“ I think the tax portion was very ill 
conceived," said Sen. Floyd Haskell. 
D-Colo., a member of both the Energy 
and Finance committees. “ They are 
trying to use taxes in a way that taxes 
should not be used.”

Total criminal acts in Ohio’s eight 
largest cities showed a 3 to 20 per cent 
decrease during the first six months of 
1977 when compared to the same 
period a year ago, according to 
national statistics.

WASHINGTON (AP) - “AU I’m 
trying to do,” Senate Majority Leader 
Robert C. Byrd said during a moment 
of extreme frustration last week, “is 
get the ox out of the ditch.” 
At the time, Byrd was referring only 
to the two-week Senate deadlock over 
natural gas prices, but he could just as 
easily have had a broader point in 
mind.

Although fanners in some major 
production areas have been delayed in 
this fall’s harvest by wet weather, 
recent reports indicate that as of early 
October about 24 per cent of the corn 
was harvested, compared with 20 per 
cent at the same time a year ago. The 
soybean liarvest, however, lagged at 
about half of last year's race. 
The report, scheduled for release 
this afternoon, also includes new 
estimates for spring-planted wheat, 
providing an overall revised figure for 
total 1977 wheat output. Most of the 
wheat, however, was of the winter 
variety and already has been har­ 
vested. 


Last month the all-wheat estimate 
was 2.03 billion bushels, compared 
with about 2.15 billion in 1976 and 2.14 
billion bushels in 1975. 


Huge supplies of com and wheat 
have helped cool food prices by 
providing cheaper feed for cattle, 
hogs, poultry and dairy animals. But 
this has meant hardship for many 
gram fanners and problems for Carter 
administration farm officials, who are 
seeing the largest surpluses since the 
early 1960s. 
The administration last month 
announced wheat acreage cutbacks for 
1978, including a 20 per cent acreage 
set-aside requirement for those who 
want to get full government price 
support benefits.

Huge supplies of corn and wheat 
have helped cool food prices by 
providing cheaper feed for cattle, 
hogs, poultry and dairy animals. But 
this has meant hardship for many 
grain farmers and problems for Carter 
administration farm officials, who are 
seeing the largest surpluses since the 
early 1960s. 
The administration last month 
announced wheat acreage cutbacks for 
1978, including a 20 per cent acreage 
set-aside requirement for those who 
want to get full government price 
support benefits. 
A IO per cent feed grain setaside for 
1978 has been under consideration and 
may be announced in a few days 
following the new crop report. 
The report also includes the first 
estimates of 1977-78 citrus production 
and the first estimate of this year’s fall 
potato crop, which makes up most of 
the U.S. potato supply. 
Crops already harvested in 1977 
which will not be revised in the 
October report include oats, barley, 
winter wheat, rye, peaches, pears and 
apricots.

Federal Funds 
For Employes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
Controlling Board authorized the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation Tuesday to spend 
an additional $5 million in federal 
funds this year in an effort to upgrade 
institutions for the retarded. 
The action by the controllers came 
after approval last month of a bill that 
changed the state’s method for 
reimbursing Medicaid providers at 
mental institutions. 
Under the new formula, based on 
current actual costs of services, the 
state became eligible for an additional 
$8 million to $10 million in federal 
Medicaid money over the next two 
years. 
The control board approved ex­ 
penditures of $5 million of those funds 
for the current fiscal year. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes said the new 
federal funding should “bring all Ohio 
mental institutions up to the staffing 
standards of the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals within one 
and a half years.” 
About $3 million of the funds will go 
toward hiring 1,235 new employes 
primarily at Orient State Institute,

He confirmed 
the six deaths Tuesday, The Gazette 
said. 
PAB was produced at the company’s 
Nitro plant near here until 1955, when 
the hazards of the substance were 
discoverd, said Wander, who is based 
in St. Louis. 
PAB production was immediately 
stopped and 227 men were placed in a 
medical screening program, Wander 
said. Of those, 155 still receive twice- 
yearly medical checks for signs of 
bladder cancer, Wander said. 
The Gazette also reported that 
veteran Monsanto workers believed as 
many as 12 of their fellow workers 
have died from PAB exposure.

Here is the agriculture weather 
advisory for Ohio provided by the 
National Weather Service: 


Unseasonably cold air continues to 
flow into Ohio around the back side of 
an intense early fall low pressure 
center that is now due north of Ohio 
over Ijike 
Huron,

cold 
front 
associated with the low hurried across 
the state Tuesday, and is now over 
eastern Pennsylvania. Skies over Ohio 
will remain cloudy throough much of 
the day, and additional light rain, 
possibly mixed with some some 
flurries in the northern third of the 
state, is likely. Skies are expected to 
clear over all but northeastern Ohio 
during the night, and scattered light 
frost is possible as surface winds die 
off and temperatures dip into the mid 
30s. 


F IE L D O PERA TIO N S - Field 
delays are expected today, but ac­ 
tivities will resume shortly after the 
rain ends. Rainfall totals from this 
storm have been light, and soils will 
firm 
rapidly 
after 
clearing. 
Evaporative losses from the soil 
surface will near 0.15 inch Thursday 
and Friday. 


CORN AND SOYBEANS - Corn 
harvest will resume quickly, and 
combine weather will be acceptable 
over all but northeastern Ohio Thur­ 
sday and Friday. Soybean harvest will 
be delayed for an additional day or 
two, and showers may again enter the 
picture before combines can roll. Weed 
growth will continue to plague soybean 
harvest, but the cool temperatures will 
help complete leaf drop. If tem­ 
peratures don't fall low enough to kill 
weeds before harvest, desicCants may 
be needed, 


HAYING AND SEED IN G - There 
will not be enough time after clearing 
to make another cut of hay. Drying 
rates will be slow to moderate, but the 
next storm system will move across 
Ohio before the curing process can be 
completed. Fall seeding conditions will 
be excellent Thursday and Friday. 
Seeded fields will germinate quickly. 


TOBACCO — Cool temperatures 
may necessitate some heating in 
tobacco barns. Temperatures near the 
freezing mark may help drive out 
additional moisture in stalk and tips. 
Weather conditions will be nearly ideal 
for seeding small grain cover crops on 
harvested fields. 
PRUSSIC ACID POISONING 
- 
Sudan grass and other types of 
sorghum that are used for summer 
pasture can cause Prussic acid 
poisoning of livestock if the forage is 
not handled properly after a freeze. If 
the plants are killed the forage is 
considered safe to feed after drying for 
five to six days. If new shoots emerge 
from the still living portion of the 
plants, the forage should not be grazed 
until the new growth reaches a height 
of two feet.

Weather conditions will be nearly ideal 
for seeding small grain cover crops on 
harvested fields. 
PRUSSIC ACID POISONING - 
Sudan grass and other types of 
sorghum that are used for summer 
pasture can cause Prussic acid 
poisoning of livestock if the forage is 
not handled properly after a freeze. If 
the plants are killed the forage is 
considered safe to feed after drying for 
five to six days. If new shoots emerge 
from the still living portion of the 
plants, the forage should not be grazed 
until the new growth reaches a height 
of two feet.

Taxpayers Want W ayne Forest Nuclear Power 
Moved Out Of County 
Plant Debated 


MARIETTA, Ohio (AP) 
A ta x­ 
payers group in this southeastern Ohio 
area wants a national forest moved out 
of Washington County. 
A national forest here may be useful 
in preventing erosion of land, but it is 
eating away at the county's tax base, 
members of the Washington County 
Taxpayers' Association charge. 
The 26,711 acres of Wayne National 
Forest is undermining the schools, 
Barbara Sutton, executive secretary of 
the association, said. 
The Frontier Ixtcal school district, 
which includes much of the national 
forest, is scheduled to close Dec. 12 for 
lack of funds. 
The forest only brings the county 
$18,000 annually, Mrs. Sutton said. 
Approximately $18,000 to $20,000 in 
timber and mineral sales and federal 
reimbursements in lieu of taxes will be 
paid the county this year. 
“ If 
it 
(Wayne 
National 
Forest) 
doesn’t provide a public service for us, 
then let’s be the first county in the 
United States to say "We want out*,“ 
she said. 
Mrs. Sutton said the drive to get rid 
of the forest “may take five years’* but 
the a ssocia tion plans to petition 
Congress and the federal agencies 
involved to sell the land to private 
owners. 
George Anderson, a cting forest 
supervisor, said it would take an act of 
Congress to sell any of the forest land. 
“ I 
guess 
anything 
is 
possible," 
Anderson said. “ I’ve never seen it 
done l>efore.” 
Though 
W ashington 
County 
residents 
may 
oppose 
the 
forest, 
Anderson said “ from the governor 
right on down" state officials have 


supported it. 
He said there 
is a 
statewide need for undeveloped forest 
land for recreation and wildife con­ 
servation 
Anderson also said the 75 cents an 
a cre the forest returns to the county in 
government payments and timber and 
mineral sales is as much or more, than 
it would provide to the county if 
privately owned. 
County 
C om m issioner 
Ja m e s 
Vuksie, who wants to get rid of the 
forest, said, “Soon you are not going to 
have a school, you’re not going to liave 
any roads, you are not going to have 
any property. Wayne National Forest 
is going to take it." 
He said the large tra cts of forest land 
prevent 
developm ent 
and 
ca use 
deterioration of roads and schools. 
People are moving out and selling 
their land to the forest, he said.

“ I've known Bert so long and he’s 
such a fine man and I just felt like he 
was being terribly abused,” said the 
president’s mother in a television 
interview. "It was really a period of 
weeping and praying for m e,” 
M rs. C a rter’s com m ents ca m e 
during a one-hour interview for the 
Public Broadcasting Service’s Mac- 
neil-Iieherer Report.

Taxpayers Want Wayne Forest Nuclear Power 
Moved Out Of County 
Plant Debated 


BERUN HEIGHTS, Ohio (AP) - 
The pros and cons of building nuclear 
power plants are being debated in­ 
tensely in this Erie County township 
now that Ohio Edison wants to build a 
$2 billion nuclear plant here. 


MARIETTA, Ohio (AP) - A tax­ 
payers group in this southeastern Ohio 
area wants a national forest moved out 
of Washington County. 
A national forest here may be useful 
in preventing erosion of land, but it is 
eating away at the county’s tax base, 
members of the Washington County 
Taxpayers’ Association charge. 
The 26,711 acres of Wayne National 
Poorest is undermining the schools, 
Barbara Sutton, executive secretary of 
the association, said. 
The Frontier laical school district, 
which includes much of the national 
forest, is scheduled to close Dec. 12 for 
lack of funds. 
The forest only brings the county 
$18,000 annually, Mrs. Sutton said. 
Approximately $18,000 to $20,000 in 
timber and mineral sales and federal 
reimbursements in lieu of taxes will be 
paid the county this year. 
“lf it (Wayne National F’orest) 
doesn’t provide a public service for us, 
then let’s be the first county in the 
United States to say ‘We want out’,” 
she said. 
Mrs. Sutton said the drive to get rid 
of the forest “may take five years” but 
the association plans to petition 
Congress and the federal agencies 
involved to sell the land to private 
owners. 
George Anderson, acting forest 
supervisor, said it would take an act of 
Congress to sell any of the forest land. 
“I guess anything is possible,” 
Anderson said. “I’ve never seen it 
done before.” 
Though 
Washington 
County 
residents may oppose the forest, 
Anderson said “from the governor 
right on down” state officials have 


supported it. He said there is a 
statewide need for undeveloped forest 
land for recreation and wildife con­ 
servation. 
Anderson also said the 75 cents an 
acre the forest returns to the county in 
government payments and timber and 
mineral sales is as much or more, than 
it would provide to the county if 
privately owned. 
County 
Com m issioner 
Jam es 
Vuksic, who wants to get rid of the 
forest, said, “Soon you are not going to 
have a school, you’re not going to have 
any roads, you are not going to have 
any property. Wayne National Forest 
is going to take it." 
He said the large tracts of forest land 
prevent development and cause 
deterioration of roads and schools. 
People are moving out and selling 
their land to the forest, he said.

The plant is being built by a group of 
private utilities which already has 
built the Davis-Besse nuclear plant 
near Port Clinton, with the Cleveland 
Electric Illuminating Co. taking the 
lead in that project. 
Although the Ohio Power Siting 
Commission has recommended that 
the Berlin Heights plant not be built, 
the commission will not make a final 
decision until next year. 
Berlin Heights fanner Oliver T. 
Burnham said he doesn’t believe the 
plant will harm the rural area. “A 
nuclear plant is the least disruptive to 
the environment of any electricity- 
generating plant,” he said. 
“The 
impact of the plant would be minimal 
since the project will be located in a 
secluded, marginal area of the 
township.” 
Another proponent of the plant is the 
Rev. J. M. Erhbar, a retired Roman 
Catholic priest who testified at the 
most recent Ohio Power Siting 
Conunission hearing on the matter. 
“Every time people think about 
nuclear power, they think about 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki,” he said. 
“I’ve heard about all these problems, 
but I don’t see it—and my front porch 
is directly across from the Davis- 
Besse plant near Port Clinton.”

Representatives of Amalgamated 
Transit Union Division 697 and of­ 
ficials of the Toledo Area Regional 
Transit 
Authority 
signed 
an 
agreement about 3 a.m. to clarify 
issues that caused the strike. 
One hour and 45 minutes later, the 
first bus rolled out of the TARTA 
garage as 210 drivers .and 
44 
mechanics began reporting for work. 
Union President Ray Jacobs said the 
major difference between the union 
and TARTA was over a $1 million 
pension fund. 
“We agreed to clarify the dif­ 
ferences we had,” Jacobs said. “As of 
right now, it’s all over. It’s all 
straightened out.” 
Details of the agreement were not 
released immediately. 
The agreement followed lengthy 
talks that began after drivers refused 
to comply with a court order to end the 
walkout before getting certain written 
guarantees from the TARTA.

Pleas 
Court 
Judge 
Francis 
Pietrykowski issued a 
restraining 
order calling for union members to end 
the strike. 
Employes alleged that Charles 
Whitten, TARTA general manager, 
failed to abide by an agreement to take 
up pension plan issues after a new 
three-year contract was settled July 8. 
TARTA officials argued that the 
strike violates the union's contract 
with the company and filed a lawsuit 
Tuesday asking for an immediate 
temporary restraining order and 
subsesquent injunction to end the 
strike. 
Downtown employers Tuesday said 
absences were few as employes who* 
normally ride the bus seemed to have 
found alternate transportaton. 
School officials reported above 
average absences in high schools, but 
normal attendance in elementaries. 
The school system depends heavily on 
the city buses to transport students. 
About 20,000 pupils have bus passes 
allowing them to ride to and from 
school free. 
TARTA officials said about 65,000 
persons normally ride the buses daily.

Bullpen Is 'The Castle 
Of The Rescue Kings'

Albert Walter Lyle is a man whose 
baseball life is spent sitting beside the 
telephone. 
The telephone rang late Tuesday 
night. Left-hander Don Gullett had 
throttled the Los Angeles Dodgers for 8 
1-3 innings. The Yankees were sitting 
on a precarious 3-2 lead, needing two 
outs to win the opening game of the 
World Series. 
Ding-a-ling.,. 
“Get the Count out there,” came the 
urgent call from the New York dugout 
to the little blue-roofed shed just over 
the 430-foot sign that serves as the 
bullpen. 
The bullpen — once the haven of 
tired arms, the “hasbeens” and 
“never-wases.” No more. In modem 
baseball, it has become the castle of 
the rescue kings. 


Now the house was on fire. Yankee 
Stadium’s concrete facade was 
threatening to crumble. Water was 
pouring through the dikes. The 
Russians were piling over the reefs at 
Montauk Point. 
The pin-striped Toyota rolls out of 
left-center field with its distinguished 
passenger, the man they 
call 
“Sparky,” and makes the 330-foot 
drive to the edge of the infield. 


There is a tremendous roar. A wave 
of relief envelopes Yankee fans 
everywhere. 
It was a short ride that Sparky has 
made more than any other man: in 72 
of the 162 regular season games this 
year, in four of the five American 
League playoff tests, now in the first 
game of the World Series. 


It is a scene with which the baseball 
fan has become eminently familiar. 
Lyle steps from the shuttle car with 
an air of arrogance. There is a 
swagger about his walk, a confident 
tilt to his head. 
He tips his blue cap to the huge 
Stadium crowd of 56,668. There is a 
thundering roar. Millions watch on 
television. 
It is like a scene out of a movie 
thriller. Sparky, called “The Count” 
by his teammates because of his 
rakish mustache and hair that falls 
deep onto his neck — it once was much 
longer — gives a gesture to second 
baseman Willie Randolph. 
It's as if to say, “Relax, everything's 
in hand.” 
His left jaw bulges with a half-pack

SHALL THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
BE ADOPTED? 


EXPLANATION OF ISSUE No. 3 
The Constitution presently provides that the credit of the state cannot 
be given or loaned except in a limited manner. This amendment would 
create additional authority for state, municipal, and county governments 
to loan or give credit as follows: 
1. By authorizing the state to lend its aid and credit to individuals, 
associations, companies, or corporations, to borrow money, and issue 
bonds or notes to provide for housing and the rehabilitation of hous­ 
ing, and to make direct loans for low and moderate income housing. 
2. By authorizing municipal corporations and counties, in the absence 
of laws passed by the General Assembly to the contrary, to do the 
same as paragraph I above. 
3. By validating and ratifying the bond authority of Substitute House 
Bill No. 870 of the 110th General Assembly. 
Moneys raised by taxation cannot be obligated or pledged for the pay­ 
ment of bonds or other obligations issued by the state or to secure the 
giving or loaning of the state’s credit. However, the General Assembly 
could appropriate moneys into a reserve fund to be used to retire the bonds 
or to secure the state’s obligations in this respect. Bonds which the state 
issues would have to be revenue bonds or supported by a special reserve 
fund to which the state had appropriated money since moneys raised by 
taxation cannot be obligated or pledged for the payment of such bonds or 
other obligations. 
Municipal corporations and counties, in the absence of laws to the con­ 
trary, can borrow money, issue bonds or notes, and give and lend their 
jftpftdit 
pypvirio for hoiigjuog mick horsing rehabilitation^. These govern- 
m ehtaientities can also make direct loans fo r low land moderate income 
housing to the extent that such loans do not contravene laws enacted by 
the General Assembly. 
Under existing law municipal corporations and metropolitan housing 
authorities are authorized to construct and operate public housing facilities. 
A municipal corporation, under its inherent home rule powers, has author­ 
ity to maintain public housing. Under the authority of the proposed 
amendment (new Section 14) the municipal corporation or any county 
would be authorized to borrow money and issue general obligation bonds 
or notes and give or lend its credit to individuals, corporations, or associa­ 
tions to provide for public housing or for the rehabilitation of housing. The 
borrowing of money or lending of aid or credit by a municipal corporation 
or county would not be subject to the limitations present in Sections 6 or 
l l of Article XVIII of the Constitution. However, they would be subject 
to the limitations upon indebtedness which are otherwise provided by law 
and specifically to the current debt limitations on municipal corporations 
and counties found in Chapter 133 of the Ohio Revised Code. 
The proposed amendment provides that the lending of aid or credit is not 
subject to the limitations of other sections of Article VHI or of Sections 6 
and ll of Article XII of the Ohio Constitution. 
Amended Substitute House Bill No. 870 enacted in 1974 by the 110th 
General Assembly is validated by the amendment. That bill authorized 
the Ohio Housing" Development Authority to sell tax-free bonds and notes 
to provide financial aid to private persons and associations for the rehabili­ 
tation and construction of housing for low and moderate income persons. 
The Supreme Court held in 1976 that the issuance of revenue bonds by the 
Ohio Housing Development Authority was not proper under the Constitu­ 
tion and that the enactment of Amended Substitute House Bill No. 870 did 
not qualify as a valid exercise of legislative power. Consequently, the 
adoption of new Section 14 would eliminate the Constitutional defects in 
Amended Substitute House Bill No. 870 and validate that 1974 enactment 
by the General Assembly. 


ARGUMENTS FOR THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
Ohio’s citizens are entitled to live in decent housing. Yet, with sky­ 
rocketing interest rates, fewer working people can afford to buy their own 
homes or to rent safe, sound apartments. Fewer retired persons, and 
others on fixed incomes, can afford to maintain adequate housing. 
Issue 3 will revitalize the housing industry in Ohio. It should provide 
many of the 100,000 units needed over the next few years by freeing up 
home construction money at reduced interest rates. More people will be 
able to afford their own homes. 
It will help reduce blight, preserving neighborhoods before they can 
become slums. 
It will encourage rehabilitation of existing housing, promoting more 
attractive neighborhoods and better use of energy. 
It will enable Ohio to use its entire share of federal housing dollars. 
It will complement housing programs provided through conventional 
loans, lowering interest rates for all. 
And it will create jobs and put thousands of |>eople to work. 


HOW WILL IT WORK? 
Tax-free bonds for housing could bo sold at rates 2'. to 4'. lower than 
bonds offered at regular interest rates. 
Over the course of a 30-year, $45,000 mortgage, a 4'< reduction on inter­ 
est amounts to $34,500 or a $96 savings each month. 
The projects would be self-supporting, coming from the sale of or rent 
from the housing. Thirty-nine states already run such programs. 
The Air Quality and Water Development Authorities have operated 
similar programs in Ohio for years, at no cost to the taxpayer. 


CONCLUSION 
Housing problems are not limited to the poor. The average price of a 
new home is $48,000 and rising rapidly. This threatens to wreck, for young 
and old alike, the American Dream of owning a home.

The appropriate way to realize our housing needs is to work through 
traditional lenders, not another layer of government bureaucracy which 
first needs to be put into place, and then will have to develop an expertise 
to match its responsibilities. 
This proposed amendment to our Constitution would allow an undeter­ 
mined millions of dollars of bonds to be issued, and would then allow this 
huge state agency to make loans directly to individuals, as well as com­ 
panies and associations. Those favored by selection for loans are thereby 
enabled to harness taxpayers’ funds for their private gain. W hatever the 
rationale for bypassing the existing network of financial institutions in 
favor of a state agency to make these housing loans, there seems to be 
little reason for direct loans to individuals. 
The voters of Ohio have recently expressed their distaste for this type of 
arrangement, and at least two sister states have been to the brink of de­ 
fault on obligations due resulting from the severe strain on their resources 
by housing authority programs that are substantially similar. The potential 
for abuse is staggering, not only due to political currents, but also due to 
sheer lack of experience residing in the agency. Allegations that construc­ 
tion funds were improperly spent was a key factor in the virtual collapse 
of the New York State Urban Development Corporation. 
The proposed changes to the Constitution spring from motives held by 
a great many citizens of this state who recognize the need for the revitali­ 
zation and construction of housing, but this method of doing so is ill­ 
advised.

EXPLANATION OF ISSUE No . 4 
Constitutional provisions currently in effect prohibit the state from bor­ 
rowing more than $750,000. A number of ex ceptions to this limitation are 
now in the Constitution. 
This proposed Constitutional amendment provides for revised limitations 
upon state indebtedness. The proposed amendment authorizes the General 
Assembly by two-thirds concurrence of each house to contract debt for 
capital improvements by -the state or 4o provide funds to local govern­ 
mental entities for such purposes, within the limitations that pay ments 
on the state’s total outstanding debt shall not ex ceed 6% of the state’s 
annual revenues and debt contracted in any fiscal y ear shall not ex ceed 8% 
of the total revenue that is subject to the General Assembly ’s appropria­ 
tions. 
The General Assembly is required to provide for the retirement of at 
least 4% of the state’s outstanding indebtedness each y ear and provide the 
method, procedures, and appropriations for incurring, evidencing, refund­ 
ing, and retiring of state debts. 
The amendment provides additional authority for general obligation in­ 
debtedness for capital improvement or other purposes which may be con­ 
tracted by a three-fifths majority concurrence of each house of the 
General Assembly if it is further approved by the voters. Indebtedness 
incurred in this manner would not be subject to limitations as to size or 
purpose or be included in the requirement to retire at least 4% of the 
principal debt each fiscal y ear. 
The amendment provides that the state may contract debt during any 
fiscal y ear to meet appropriations of the General Assembly for such fiscal 
y ear, if such debt is repaid prior to the end of the fiscal y ear from state 
revenues other than borrowed funds. 
If the General Assembly should fail to provide the required appropria­ 
tions the Treasurer of State shall set aside money s from the General 
Revenue Fund to provide for the full and timely pay ment of principal 
and interest on all state debts. 
The Treasurer of State would be required to determine and certify the 
annual principal and interest pay ments on outstanding debts, the annual 
revenues that serve as the basis for determining the debt limitations, and 
any other financial data necessary for determining the limitations on 
borrowing authority or the amounts of principal to be retired.

An amount not ex ceeding 15% of the total amounts enumerated above 
may be ex pended for any one of the above enumerated purposes or for 
any other purpose without all of the required appropriations for capital 
improvements having been made. 
The amendment provides for the repeal of the following present Con­ 
stitutional provisions: 
Article VIII, Section 1 — Imposing a $750,000 limitation upon state in­ 
debtedness. 
Article VIII, Section 2 — The authority for the state to borrow for the 
suppression of insurrection or to defend the state in wartime is trans­ 
ferred from Section 2 to Section 1, and Section 2 is repealed. The in­ 
debtedness incurred for these purposes is not made subject to the 
revenue-link ed limitations or the 4% retirement limitation. 
Other sections of Article VIII which provide for the World War II 
Compensation Fund, debt and bond-issuing authority for highway pur­ 
poses, the Korean War bonus, state capital improvements, public work s, 
and the issuance of development bonds are repealed. Sections of Article 
VIII which prohibit debt ex cept as authorized by Sections 1 and 2 of 
Article VIII, require creation of a Sink ing Fund for debt retirement, 
require a biennial report of the Commissioners of the Sink ing Fund, 
and specify the duties of the Commissioners to repay debt are also 
repealed. Section 6 of Article XII, which prohibits the state from 
contracting for internal improvements ex cept as otherwise provided in 
the Constitution, is repealed. 


ARGUMENTS FOR THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
This Constitutional Amendment would REPEAL THE $750,000 DEBT 
LIMIT LSIABLISHED IN 1851 and replace it with a flex ible debt lied 
directly to the state’s revenues. 
The bi-partisan Ohio Constitutional Revision Commission recommended 
this Amendment, indicating that a “flex ible debt limit,” responsive to the 
sta te ’s ability to repay , is the best solution for modernizing the mechanism 
by which Ohio incurs debt for capital improvement purposes. 
Recognizing the preference of the people of Ohio for Constitutional 
control in fiscal matters, this amendment contains the following re­ 
strictions: 


1. Issuance of bonds WOULD REQUIRE A TWO-THIRDS VOTE OF 
BOTH HOUSES of the Legislature. 
2. PRINCIPLE AND INTEREST OWED on bonds to be issued and 
on all outstanding bonds CANNOT IN ANY ONE YEAR EXCEED 
6% of the average of the state's revenues for the preceding two 
y ears. 
3. The DOLLAR AMOUNT OF BONDS ISSUED in any fiscal y ear 
CANNOT EXCEED 8'» of the average of the state's revenues for the 
preceding two fiscal y ears. 
4. AT LEAST 4', of the total debt MUST BE REPAID EVERY FISCAL 
YEAR. 
The adoption of the amendment would: 
1. PREVENT EXCESSIVE BORROWING, while allowing borrowing 
without undue delay ; 
2. EXPAND THE STATE S ABILITY TO BORROW in times of rising 
revenues, and to reduce it in times of declining revenues; 
3. PREVENT THE CLUTTERING UP OF THE CONSTITUTION with 
unnecessary financial detail; 
4. REDUCE THE NUMBER AND EXPENSE OF STATEWIDE ELEC­ 
TIONS on matters of debt; 
5. UPON APPROVAL OF THE ELECTORATE, permit long-term bor­ 
rowing outside the debt limit, or for purposes other than capital 
improvements, or in those emergency situations where such authority 
presently ex ists- 
6. PROVIDE OHIO WITH A SAVINGS IN INTEREST COSTS by 
refinancing some of its revenue bonds with general obligation bonds; 
7. INCREASE THE FISCAL FLEXIBILTY OF THE STATE by per­ 
mitting it to borrow to meet appropriations, while requiring that all 
money borrowed for this purpose is repaid within the fiscal y ear 
in which it is borrowed.

ARGUMENTS AGAINST THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
Senate Joint Resolution #3 will set a dangerous precedent that could 
lead Ohio down a road laden with red ink and increased tax es. 
^ The amendment would erase a fix ed debt limit that has been part of our 
Constitution since 1851. It proposes to replace the current limit with a 
flex ible debt that would be allowed to soar, with fluctuating limitations, 
as lawmak ers respond to public pressure for more ex pensive services. 
Legislators mindful of public resistance to new tax es have been bound 
by the restrictive debt limit to the revenue they could raise in a biennial 
budget period. Senate Joint Resolution #3 eliminates this provision and 
instead turns legislators loose with our pock etbook s. 
Not only will we have the issuance of more bonds for capital improve­ 
ments around the state, but this proposed amendment allows unlimited 
short-term borrowing to pay state operating ex penses within a fiscal 
y ear. Short-term borrowing against current deficits may be a convenient, 
but certainly a misguided way to forestall increased tax es or reductions 
in services. 
The federal government is in a constant struggle to control an ex panding 
national debt. It has grown to the point where interest pay ments on the 
$700 billion debt now account for the third largest ex penditure of the 
federal government after national defense and human resources. The 
New York City debacle has shown us how fragile a credit rating is when 
the budget can’t be balanced. Ohio is currently fiscally sound and must 
protect herself from falling into such a trap. 
Proponents of the bill say percentage limits will be in effect and Ohio, 
through this law, will never fall irretrieveably into debt. But ex isting law 
has an absolute limit that insures the state’s fiscal integrity . Current law 
insures the public that legislators are not granted blahk Oredit cards to 
incur debts.

Administration sources had said 
earlier that the tax cut would be in the 
range of $17 billion to $20 billion, 
although some reports had placed it as 
high as $22 billion. 
The sources have forecast that one- 
third of the tax cut would be for 
businesses and two-thirds for in­ 
dividuals.

EXPLANATION OF ISSUE No. 4 
Constitutional provisions currently in effect prohibit the state from bor­ 
rowing more than $750,000. A number of exceptions to this limitation are 
now in the Constitution. 
This proposed Constitutional amendment provides for revised limitations 
upon state indebtedness. The proposed amendment authorizes the General 
Assembly by two-thirds concurrence of each house to contract debt for 
capital improvements by-the state carate) provide- funds to local govern­ 
mental entities for such purposes, within the limitations that payments 
on the state’s total outstanding debt shall not exceed 6% of the state’s 
annual revenues and debt contracted in any fiscal year shall not exceed 8% 
of the total revenue that is subject to the General Assembly’s appropria­ 
tions. 
The General Assembly is required to provide for the retirement of at 
least 4% of the state’s outstanding indebtedness each year and provide the 
method, procedures, and appropriations for incurring, evidencing, refund­ 
ing, and retiring of state debts. 
The amendment provides additional authority for general obligation in­ 
debtedness for capital improvement or other purposes which may be con­ 
tracted by a three-fifths majority concurrence of each house of the 
General Assembly if it is further approved by the voters. Indebtedness 
incurred in this manner would not be subject to limitations as to size or 
purpose or be included in the requirement to retire at least 4% of the 
principal debt each fiscal year. 
The amendment provides that the state may contract debt during any 
fiscal year to meet appropriations of the General Assembly for such fiscal 
year, if such debt is repaid prior to the end of the fiscal year from state 
revenues other than borrowed funds.

An amount not exceeding 15% of the total amounts enumerated above 
may be expended for any one of the above enumerated purposes or for 
any other purpose without all of the required appropriations for capital 
improvements having been made. 
The amendment provides for the repeal of the following present Con­ 
stitutional provisions: 
Article VHI, Section I — Imposing a $750,000 limitation upon state in­ 
debtedness. 
Article VHI, Section 2 — The authority for the state to borrow for the 
suppression of insurrection or to defend the state in wartime is trans­ 
ferred from Section 2 to Section I, and Section 2 is repealed. The in­ 
debtedness incurred for these purposes is not made subject to the 
revenue-linked limitations or the 4% retirement limitation. 
Other sections of Article VHI which provide for the World War II 
Compensation Fund, debt and bond-issuing authority for highway pur­ 
poses, the Korean War bonus, state capital improvements, public works, 
and the issuance of development bonds are repealed. Sections of Article 
VHI which prohibit debt except as authorized by Sections I and 2 of 
Article VHI, require creation of a Sinking Fund for debt retirement, 
require a biennial report of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, 
and specify the duties of the Commissioners to repay debt are also 
repealed. Section 6 of Article XII, which prohibits the state from 
contracting for internal improvements except as otherwise provided in 
the Constitution, is repealed. 


ARGUMENTS FOR THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
This Constitutional Amendment would REPEAL THE $750,000 DEBT 
LIMIT ESTABLISHED IN 1851 and replace it with a flexible debt tied 
directly to the state’s revenues. 
The bi-partisan Ohio Constitutional Revision Commission recommended 
this Amendment, indicating that a “flexible debt limit,” responsive to the 
state’s ability to repay, is the best solution for modernizing the mechanism 
by which Ohio incurs debt for capital improvement purposes. 
Recognizing the preference of the people of Ohio for Constitutional 
control in fiscal matters, this amendment contains the following re­ 
strictions:

5. UPON APPROVAL OF THE ELECTORATE, permit long-term bor­ 
rowing outside the debt limit, or for purposes other than capital 
improvements, or in those emergency situations where such authority 
presently exists; 
PROVIDE OHIO WITH A SAVINGS IN INTEREST COSTS by 
refinancing some of its revenue bonds with general obligation bonds; 
INCREASE THE FISCAL FLEXIBILTY OF THE STATE by per­ 
mitting it to borrow to meet appropriations, while requiring that all 
money borrowed for this purpose is repaid within the fiscal year 
in which it is borrowed.

ARGUMENTS AGAINST THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
Senate Joint Resolution #3 will set a dangerous precedent that could 
lead Ohio down a road laden with red ink and increased taxes. 
The amendment would erase a fixed debt limit that has been part of our 
Constitution since 1851. It proposes to replace the current limit with a 
flexible debt that would be allowed to soar, with fluctuating limitations, 
as lawmakers respond to public pressure for more expensive services. 
Legislators mindful of public resistance to new taxes have been bound 
by the restrictive debt limit to the revenue they could raise in a biennial 
budget period. Senate Joint Resolution #3 eliminates this provision and 
instead turns legislators loose with our pocketbooks. 
Not only will we have the issuance of more bonds for capital improve­ 
ments around the state, but this proposed amendment allows unlimited 
short-term borrowing to pay state operating expenses within a fiscal 
year. Short-term borrowing against current deficits may be a convenient, 
but certainly a misguided way to forestall increased taxes or reductions 
in services. 
The federal government is in a constant struggle to control an expanding 
national debt. It has grown to the point where interest payments on the 
$700 billion debt now account for the third largest expenditure of the 
federal government after national defense and human resources. The 
New York City debacle has shown us how fragile a credit rating is when 
the budget can’t be balanced. Ohio is currently fiscally sound and must 
protect herself from falling into such a trap. 
Proponents of the bill say percentage limits will be in effect and Ohio, 
through this law, will never fall irretrieveably into debt. But existing law 
has an absolute limit that insures the state’s fiscal integrity. Current law 
insures the public that legislators are rtdt granted blaiik <hediT cards to 
incur debts.

Reduce Taxes 
WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter’s tax revision plan could reduce 
taxes by up to $22 billion, says 
Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal, and may go into effect in 
1978, a year earlier than originally 
planned. 
Blumenthal, emerging from a 
meeting with Carter and senior 
economic advisers on Monday, left 
open the possibility that the ad­ 
ministration might try to put the plan 
into effect next year, depending on the 
direction the economy follows. 


But, walking out of the Cabinet 
Room meeting that lasted nearly five 
hours, the treasury secretary insisted 
no final decisions had been made. 
His confirmation that the ad­ 
ministration was considering tax cuts 
that could reach $22 billion was the 
first on-the-record administration 
comment on the possible size of the 
reduction. 
The $22 billion figure is “indeed one 
of the options, but it is not necessarily 
the number” that will be settled on, he 
said. 
“We just went over the entire 
program and the President has not 
made up his mind on any of the op­ 
tions,” the treasury secretary said. 
Administration sources had said 
earlier that the tax cut would be in the 
range of $17 billion to $20 billion, 
although some reports had placed it as 
high as $22 billion. 
The sources have forecast that one- 
third of the tax cut would be for 
businesses and two-thirds for in­ 
dividuals. 
The sources have said the tax cut 
would be introduced in 1979, although it 
would be phased in over several years. 
But Blumenthal said the timetable for 
putting the tax cut into effect remained 
undecided and that decisions on any 
tax cut in 1978 would depend on the 
state of the economy. 
He said further meetings were 
planned and that it was likely Carter 
would send the plan to Congress by the 
end of the month.

Melendez knows whereof he 
speaks, having worked not 
only at Disney, but also at 
Warner Bros., at UPA, which 
made the legendary “Gerald 
McBoingBoing” cartoons, 
and on more than 1,000 TV 
commercials. 
Despite nearly 40 years in 
the business, he still speaks of 
his labors as fun, particularly 
Ilia first big-time work at the 
Disney studios. 
“Oh, yes, that was a great 
place,” he said, his eyes 
twinkling. “I think those were 
the happiest days of my life, 
because he (the late Walt 
Disney) was such an eye- 
opener.

Waterfowl hunting, Buckeye style, 
will mean new experiences for Ohio 
shooters this year. 
Changes in federal and state 
regulations will bring some pain and 
much promise to the waterfowling 
scene which opens Oct. 13 in the state’s 
north zone. 
A good deal of negative reaction has 
greeted the new federal regulation 
mandating steel shot in 
12-gauge 
shotguns used in waterfowl hunting 
throughout Erie, Ottawa and Lucas 
counties. 
On the brighter side, hunters should 
experience better shooting as a result 
of seasons now based on geographic 
zones instead of calendar segments. 
In years past, Ohio’s waterfowl 
season was divided into two segments 
by calendar dates. It usually ran from 
October through November then 
closed and reopened for a week in late 
December or early January. 
The idea was to provide hunting 
opportunities in all of Ohio at times 
when duck populations normally peak

in each zone. 
This year the split season has been 
abandoned in favor of zoned hunting. 
The dividing line is Interstate 70 at 
Columbus. The season in the north 
zone runs from Oct. 13 through Nov. 26 
and in the south from Nov. 17 through 
Dec. 31. 
How successful the zoning is will 
depend largely on the weather. Early 
comments from hunters in the nor­ 
thern area, where most of the state’s 
waterfowling is done, 
have been 
favorable. 
The three counties on which the lead 
shot ban has been imposed are the 
leading duck hunting counties in Ohio. 
Sandusky County originally was in­ 
cluded in the ban but later was ex­ 
cluded on the recommendation of Ohio 
wildlife officials. 
The change from lead to steel shot 
pellets in shotgun shells stemmed from 
research showing that an estimated 1.6 
to 2.4 million ducks die each year from 
lead poisoning nationwide. 
Dabbling ducks such as mallards, 
pintails, teal and black ducks ingest 
spent shot along with grit and gravel 


as they sluice the marsh bottoms in 
search of food. 
The pellets lodge In their gizzards 
and cause lead poisoning which 
cripples and ultimately kills the birds. 
The steel shot requirement, being 
implemented in stages in flyways 
across the country, has triggered a 
lively debate among biologists, am­ 
munition manufacturers, hunters and 
government agencies. 
Only hunters who use 12 gauge gum 
will be affected this year, as steel shot 
shells are not yet available in other 
gauges. 
Ammo manufacturers say steel shot 
does not pack the lethal punch at 
longer distances that lead does. They 
predict an increase in cripples among 
birds hit beyond 40 yards. 
Steel shot, which is harder than lead, 
also will enlarge some shotgun choke 
constrictions by several thousandths of 
an inch under heavy use, ammunition 
companies say. For this reason the use 
of steel shot in thinner or softer steel 
barrels such as those on double or 
over-and-under 
shotguns 
is 
discouraged.

Eugene Utz, Borbon’s attorney, said 
a jury trial was requested. Utz said he 
also asked that the trial be held in 
February when Borbon returns from 
the Dominican Republic for spring 
training.

Waterfowl hunting, Buckeye style, 
will mean new experiences for Ohio 
shooters this year. 
Changes in federal and state 
regulations will bring some pain and 
much promise to the waterfowling 
scene which opens Oct. 13 in the state’s 
north zone. 
A good deal of negative reaction has 
greeted the new federal regulation 
mandating steel shot * in 12-gauge 
shotguns used in waterfowl hunting 
throughout Erie, Ottawa and Lucas 
counties. 
On the brighter side, hunters should 
experience better shooting as a result 
of seasons now based on geographic 
zones instead of calendar segments. 
In years past, Ohio’s waterfowl 
season was divided into two segments 
by calendar dates. It usually ran from 
October through November then 
closed and reopened for a week in late 
December or early January. 
The idea was to provide hunting 
opportunities in all of Ohio at times 
when duck populations normally peak

This year the split season has been 
abandoned in favor of zoned hunting. 
The dividing line is Interstate 70 at 
Columbus. The season in the north 
zone runs from Oct. 13 through Nov. 26 
and in the south from Nov. 17 through 
Dec. 31. 
How successful the zoning is will 
depend largely on the weather. Early 
comments from hunters in the nor­ 
thern area, where most of the state’s 
waterfowling is done, have been 
favorable. 
The three counties on which the lead 
shot ban has been imposed are the 
leading duck hunting counties in Ohio. 
Sandusky County originally was in­ 
cluded in the ban but later was ex­ 
cluded on the recommendation of Ohio 
wildlife officials. 
The change from lead to steel shot 
pellets in shotgun shells stemmed from 
research showing that an estimated 1.6 
to 2.4 million ducks die each year from 
lead poisoning nationwide. 
Dabbling ducks such as mallards, 
pintails, teal and black ducks ingest 
spent shot along with grit and gravel 


as they sluice the marsh bottoms in 
search of food. 
The pellets lodge in their gizzards 
and cause lead poisoning which 
cripples and ultimately kills the birds. 
The steel shot requirement, being 
implemented in stages in flyways 
across the country, has triggered a 
lively debate among biologists, am­ 
munition manufacturers, hunters and 
government agencies. 
Only hunters who use 12 gauge guns 
will be affected this year, as steel shot 
shells are not yet available in other 
gauges. 
Ammo manufacturers say steel shot 
does not pack the lethal punch at 
longer distances that lead does. They 
predict an increase in cripples among 
birds hit beyond 40 yards. 
Steel shot, which is harder than lead, 
also will enlarge some shotgun choke 
constrictions by several thousandths of 
an inch under heavy use, ammunition 
companies say. For this reason the use 
of steel shot in thinner or softer steel 
barrels such as those on double or 
over-and-under 
shotguns 
is 
discouraged. 
Can Trail Blazers Do It Again?

Can the Portland Trail Blazers do it 
again? Can they become the first team 
in nine years to repeat as National 
Basketball Association champions? 
“The hardest thing to do, in any 
professional sport, is xwinning a 
championship two years in a row,” 
said Portland Coach Jack Ramsay, 
who guided the Blazers to the top of the 
heap in his first season with Portland. 
“The motivational factors are dif­ 
ferent. There is a tendency to be less 
hungry. 
“And we are no longer a team that 
people will take lightly. Everyone else 
is gunning for you. Wherever you go, 
the other team wants to knock off the 
champion.” 
Portland rose to the top with a blend 
of talent and teamwork, fine coaching 
and enthusiastic local support that will 
not be easy to duplicate. As Ramsay 
says, it’s always harder the second 
time. The last team to win two in a row 


was Boston in 1968 and 1969. 
In fact, the Blazers will have their 
hands full within their own Pacific 
Division. Los Angeles, which beat the 
Blazers for the division title during the 
regular season a year ago, has 
assembled a much stronger supporting 
cast for super-center Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar, the league’s Most Valuable 
Player. Phoenix also is much im­ 
proved, while Golden State and Seattle 
are rebuilding. 
The Midwest Division also appears 
to be strengthened. Chicago was the 
hottest team in the league the second 
half of last season, Denver has moved 
to build its backcourt, Detroit remains 
loaded with talent and Milwaukee is 
coming off one of the finest college 
drafts in history. Kansas City and 
Indiana don’t figure to compete for the 
title, but at least both made some 
moves in the off-season.

3- Year- Old Political Dispute Flares Again 


COLUMBUS, Ohio TAP) - A three- 
year-old political dispute over which 
arm of state government should have 
responsibility for consumer protection 
lias flared up again. 
The state Controlling Board released 
$181,939 Tuesday to help Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown operate an expanded 
consumer protection division. 
The request, approved 4-3 along 
partisan lines, rekindled the “ semi­ 
political question of who does what in 
consumer protection,” as Rep. Waldo 
Bennet Rose, R-64 lima, put it. 


After failing during the 1975 “ six day 
war,” Majority Democrats succeeded 
last July in transferring consumer 
protection 
from 
the 
Rhodes 
Administration commerce department 
to the attorney general's consumer 
frauds and crimes section. But no 
money was appropriated for the ex­ 
panded 
operation 
in 
Democrat 
Brown’s office. 
Rose and two other Republicans on 
the seven-member board argued that 
the money should have been provided 
when the politically motivated switch 
was made. They managed to win an 
amendment cutting a nearly $400 
million, twoyear request to the lower 
figure. 
Earlier in a bipartisn move, the 
board approved spending by the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation of an additional $5 
million in federal Medicaid money. 
That cleared the way for hiring 1,235 
new employes at state mental retar­ 
dation facilities 
Consequently, Ohio institutions for 
the mentally retarded should be able to 
meet minimum national standards for 
staff levels by mid-1978. a spokesman 
for department said. 
The federal money for the fiscal year 
ending next July 1 became available as 
the result of legislation enacted last 
month changing the way the state bills 
Medicaid providers at institutions. The 
new formula bases state payment on 
current, actual cost, rather than 
estimates assumed from past ex­ 
penses. 
Dr. Timothy Moritz, director of the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, said last week 
that with the new money the state 
could reach “ minimum standards” of 
the Joint Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals by next June. 


The bulk of the new spending 
authority, $3 million, will be used to 
place new employes at all levels at 
four facilities for the mentally 
retarded; Orient State Institute; 
Gallipolis State Institute; Mount 
Vernon and Columbus State Institute. 
An additional $2 million will be used 
to maintain current staff at extended 
care facilities for the mentally ill at the 
following locations: Athens, Tiffin, 
Longview (Cincinnati), Massillon; 
Cambridge, Toledo and the Central 
Ohio Psychiatric facility. 
Orient, the state’s largest hospital 
for mentally retarded patients, was 
more than 400 employes below 
minimum standards when Moritz and 
other officials toured it last week.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A three- 
year-old political dispute over which 
arm of state government should have 
responsibility for consumer protection 
has flared up again. 
The state Controlling Board released 
$181,939 Tuesday to help Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown operate an expanded 
consumer protection division. 
The request, approved 4-3 along 
partisan lines, rekindled the “ semi­ 
political question of who does what in 
consumer protection,” as Rep. Waldo 
Bennet Rose, R-64 Lima, put it. 


After failing during the 1975 “ six day 
war,” Majority Democrats succeeded 
last July in transferring consumer 
protection 
from 
the 
Rhodes 
Administration commerce department 
to the attorney general’s consumer 
frauds and crimes section. But no 
money was appropriated for the ex­ 
panded operation 
in 
Democrat 
Brown’s office. 
Rose and two other Republicans on 
the seven-member board argued that 
the money should have been provided 
when the politically motivated switch 
was made. They managed to win an 
amendment cutting a nearly $400 
million, twoyear request to the lower 
figure. 
Earlier in a bipartisn move, the 
board approved spending by the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation of an additional $5 
million in federal Medicaid money. 
That cleared the way for hiring 1,235 
new employes at state mental retar­ 
dation facilities 
Consequently, Ohio institutions for 
the mentally retarded should be able to 
meet minimum national standards for 
staff levels by mid-1978, a spokesman 
for department said. 
The federal money for the fiscal year 
ending next July I became available as 
the result of legislation enacted last 
month changing the way the state bills 
Medicaid providers at institutions. The 
new formula bases state payment on 
current, actual cost, rather than 
estimates assumed from past ex­ 
penses. 
Dr. Timothy Moritz, director of the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, said last week 
that with the new money the state 
could reach “minimum standards” of 
the Joint Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals by next June. 


The bulk of the new spending 
authority, $3 million, will be used to 
place new employes at all levels at 
four facilities for the m entally 
retarded; Orient State Institute; 
Gallipolis State Institute; Mount 
Vernon and Columbus State Institute. 
An additional $2 million will be used 
to maintain current staff at extended 
care facilities for the mentally ill at the 
following locations: Athens, Tiffin, 
Longview (C incinnati), M assillon; 
Cambridge, Toledo and the Central 
Ohio Psychiatric facility. 
Orient, the state’s largest hospital 
for mentally retarded patients, was 
more than 400 employes below 
minimum standards when Montz and 
other officials toured it last week. 
In other action, the board: 
—Approved a $100,000 program to
